THE REPUBLICANS |SUSTAINED ON ALL

BANGOR, Me., Jan. 16. —Tbe following doc- 
ument will de ford by the Supreme 
Judicial Court te-mo morning, addressed 
to the Hon. Joseph Locke, President of 
the Senate, and the Hon. George E. Weeks, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

Banaor, Me., Jan. 16, 1880.—The under- 
signed Justices of Supreme Judicial 
Court have the honog to submit the follow- 
ing answers to the in tories proposed, 
and based upon the mpanying statement 
of facts: 1 


QUESTION

under the Constitution, to summon a person to

cast in accordanee with the Constitution and 


laws of the State. It was the duty of the 
Governor. and Countil thus to declare it. 
Any other declaration is unauthorized and 
void. The Governor and Council examined 
the returns and undertook to declare the re- 
sult as they appeared by the returns. Various 
questions involving the true construction of 
the Constitution and statutes relating thereto 
arose, and the Governor by virtue of his con- 
stitutional prerogative called upon this 
Court for its opinion upon the 
questions propounded. By the provision of 
the Constitution, the Court was required to 
expound and construe the provisions of the 
Constitution and statutes involved, It gave 
full answers to these questions. The opinion 
of the Court was thus obtained in one of the 
modes provided in the Constitution for an 
authoritative determination of “important 
questions of law.” The law thus determined 
is the conclusive guide of the Governor and 
Council in the performance of their minis- 
terial duties. Any action on their part in 
determining the vote as it appears by the re- 
turns in violation of the provisions of the 
Constitution and the law thus declared is a 
usurpation of authority and must be held 
void. It only remains to apply those prin- 
ciples to the subjects embraced in the 
questions propounded, The Governor and 
Council have no right to summon a person 
to attend and take his seat in the Senate or 
Houseof Representatives who, by the returns 
before them, was not voted for, or, being 
voted for, was defeated. To summon one 
for whom no votes had been cast would bea 
deliberate violation of official duty, To sum- 
mon those whom the returns show were not 
elected would be equally such a violation. 
Either would be intruders without right into 
the legislative body. The summonses thus 
given would be void, as in excess of any 
powers conferred by the Constitution. Grant 
this powerand the rightof the people to 
elect their officers is at an end. 
QUESTIONS 2, 8, AND 4. 

Has the holder of any such summédns the 
right to take part in the organization or su bse- 
quent proceedings of either House to the exclu- 
sion of members rightfully elected, as shown by 
said return, under decision of the Court, or does

questions may be answered together. The 
answer to the first question covers much of 
the ground embraced by these questions. 
Holders of summonses which are void for 
reason that the Governor and Council failed 


40 correctly perform the constitutional obli- 


gation resting upon them have no right to 
take part in the organization or in any sub- 
sequent proceedings of the House to which 
they are wrongfully certificated. They are 
not, in fact, members; but the mem- 
ders rightfully elected, as shown 
by the official returns, and the opin- 
ion of the Court upon the propositions 
heretofore by the Governor presented to the 
Court, are entitled to appear and act in the 
organization of the Houses to which they be- 
long, unless the House and Senate, in judg- 
ing of the election and qualification of mem- 
bers, shall determine to the contrary. A 
member without a summons, who appears to 
claim his seat, is prima facie entitled to equal 
consideration with a member who has a sum- 
mons. He is not to be deprived of the posi- 
tion belonging to him on account of derelic- 
tion of those whose duty it was to have 
given him the usual summons. The absence 
of that evidence may be supplied by other 
evidence of membership. The House and 
the Senate have the same right to consider 
and determine whether in the first instance 
such persons appear to have been elected, 
and finally whether they were in fact elected, 
as they have of any and all persons who ap- 
pear for the purpose of composing their re- 
spective bodies. Under the facts recited in 
the statement submitted to us, we are of 
opinion that Lewis Voter and associates first 
named in the question there were not entitled 
to act, and that Cyrus A. Thomas and asso- 
ciates lastly named in question were entitled 
to act in the House as members, and that 
Daniel W. True and those first named in 
question 4 are not entitled to act, and that 
Andrew Howes, and others with him named, 
were entitled to act as members of the Sen- 
ate. In neither case did the Senate or House 
itself act upon the question of their member- 
ship. Both the Senate and House (meaning 
the bodies. assembled to be organized as 
such) were debarred from any action thereon 
by the conduct of the presiding Secretary 
and Clerk. The assumption of such officers, 
that no question should be entertained 
relative to the right of persons whose names 
are not upon the rolls furnished by the 
Secretary of State, but were claimants of 
seats, 
1869 @mbodied in the Revised statutes 
(Chap. 2 Sec. 25) cannot pre- 
clude either the Senate or House 
from amending and completing the rolls of 
membership according to the facts. Each 
House has a constitutional right to organize 
itself. The form provided for aid and con- 
venience in effecting the organization does 
not confer upon a temporarily presiding 
officer such conclusive power. We have not 
failed to carefully consider the act of 1869 
(C. 67, incorporated into R. S. C. 2, C. H. 25), 
and so far as it declares that no person shall 
be allowed to vote or take part in the organi- 
zation of either branch of the Legislature as 
a member unless his name appears upon the 
certified roll of that branch of the Legisla- 
ture in which he claims to act,” we think 
it clearly repugnant to the Constitution, 
which declares that each House 
shall be judge of the election and 
qualificatio of its own members. 
It aims to control the action. of each within 
its constitutional powers till after a full or- 
ganization with a majority determined and 
fixed by the Governor and Council. By their 
action in granting certificates to men not ap- 
pearing to be elected, or refusing to grant 
certificates to men clearly elected, they may 
constitute each House with a majority to suit 
their own purposes, thus strangling and

that act gives to the Exeoutive Department 
power to rob the people of the Legislature 
they have chosen, and-.force upon them one 
to serve its own purposes. It poisons the 
very fountains of legislation, and tends to 
corrupt the Legislative Department of the 
Government. It strikes a death-blow at the 
heart of popular government, and renders its 
foundation and great bulwark, the will of 
the people as expressed by the ballot, a 


farce. Each House has the same power 


and is charged with the same duty to declare 
the election of its own members and organize 
in any legitimate way as before the passage 
of that act. 

QUESTION 5. 

Does the same rule apply when the member 
summoned appears by the returns to be elected 
only because of some error in name or ini- 
tials of the candidate not summoned, which 

is corrected by law under the uecision of 
official records

Answer—In answers of Jan. 3, 1880, this 
Court held that in cases like those stated in 
this question, it is the duty of the Governor 
and Council to hear evidence, and determine 
whether the record or return is correct; and, 
if they determined the record to be correct, 
to receive it, or a duly certified copy 
of it, to correct the return as is 
provided in Chap. 212 of the acts of 1877. 
Butin such case they are required to deter- 
mine anissue of fact whether the record or 
return is correct, and, so far as their action is 
concerned in determining that fact, we think 
their determination is conclusive, subject, of 
course, to be reversed by the House. If, how- 
ever, they should refuse to hear evidence 
and determine the question, and should by 
reason of such refusal issue a summons to a 
candidate not elected, the case would fall 
under the rule above stated.

Answer—lIf the objection was made to the 
admissibility of illegally-summoned persons, 
as set forth in the statement presented us, 
and the House took no action thereon, then 
an organization of the House or Senate in 
the manner described in this question wouid 
be illegal and void. The Court expressed an 
opinion on the former occasion that the Sen- 
ate could organize with less than a quorum 
of members (15 Maine, 563). Where less than 
a quorum were elected, a condition of things 
that might happen when it required a ma- 
jority of votes to elect Senators. That de- 
cision met the necessities of that occasion; 
but the doctrine of that case cannot apply 
when a quorum is in fact elected.

It has frequently happened in our own 
history that legislative bodies have been de-

Answer — These three questions, referring 
to the qualification of members by the ad- 
ministration of the required oath, may be 
answered together. By the Constitution, the 
oath is to be taken and subscribed in the 
presence of the Governor and Council. By 
Statute R. 8. C. 2, Sec. B, the Clerk of the 
preceding House shall preside until the Rep- 
resentatives-elect shall be qualified 
and elect a Speaker, and if no quorum 
appear he shall preside, and the Representa- 
tives-elect present shall adjourn from day to 
day untila quorum appéar and are qualified 
and a Speaker is elected.” Thus it will be 
seen that, while by statute the Clerk is to 
preside until a quorum shall appear and be 
qualified, it is not provided either in the Con- 
stitution or statute that a less number than 
a quorum shall not be qualified. Nor 
can a yea and nay vote on motion to request 
the attendance of the Governor and Council 
for the purpose of administering the oath be 
deemed of any importance. If the Governor 
and Council had without a motion 
or a vote, their a Men have been the 
same.

Answer—To the fourteenth, twenty-fourth, 
and twenty-fifth questions proposed, we an- 
swer as follows: In the general provisions 
of the Constitution, Art. 9, certain oaths or 
affirmations are prescribed for persons 
elected, appointed, or commissioned to offices 
therein mentioned. It appears that those be- 
fore whom the prescribed oaths were to be 
administered refused to act, — that

NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE REAGAN BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Jan. 16.—The hearing 
on the Reagan bill was resumed by the House 
Commerce Committee this morning, Mr. J. K. 
Cowen, counsel for the Baltimore & Ohio 
Road, opposing the Reagan bill. Mr. Cowen 
devoted his attention chiefly to the fourth 
section of the bill.

POSTAL ORDERS, 
. The interchange of money orders between 
the United States and France, Great Britain, 
and Germany, under recently concluded con- 
ventions, will commence on the Ist of April 
next. The increase in the money-order busi- 
ness with foreign countries during the last 
fiscal year was $192,658, or about 10 per cent. 
During the quarter which ended Dec. 31, 
1879, there was a great increase in the inter- 
national money-order business as compared 
with that of the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year.

“Stillborn” is the epitaph that ought to 
be written on the back of the Bayard resolu- 
tion. It comes before the Senate scarce half 
made-up, and that so lamely that the dogs 
would bark at it if it was worth their while. 
It would have been less humiliating to the 
putative paternity of this scheme for the de- 
monetization of greenbacks if the resolution 
had been allowed to die a natural death in 
the committee-room. After an accouchement 
of several weeks’ duration, it was found im- 
possible to secure a certificate of birth from 
a majority of the Finance Committee, 
though a clear majority of that Com- 
mittee belong to the old-school, hard- 
money practice. Beck, Allison, Ferry, and 
Voorhees voted against it, and Jones, who 
would also have voted against it, was ab- 
sent. As Mr. Bayard and the Wall-street 
godfathers could secure but four votes, the 
resolution failed in committee, and then the 
matter should have been permitted to rest. 
But Mr. Bayard was 80 afixious to brifig his 
bantling before the country that he sug- 
gested the unusual course of recording the 


vote of the absent Senator Jones against the 


resolution, in order by this means to have the 
resolution reported adversely. This gave 
Mr. Bayard the ‘coveted opportunity for 
making a minority report, in which Kernan 
alone was willing to join unconditionally. 
Messrs. Morrill and Wallace were not pre- 
pared to commit themselves to an absolute 
and immediate abandonment of all legal- 
tender paper currency, and hence they mere- 
ly indorsed a qualifiel assent to a possible 
suspension of the legal-tender clause at some 
time in the future. 

Itis in this humiliating shape that Mr. 
Bayard’s resolution is presented for discus- 
sion, and Mr. Bayard himself confesses that 
there is no hope for its passage. Thisisa 
very different condition from that in which 
the resolution was first introduced witha 
grand flourish of trumpets. It was to be a 
winged horse on which Mr. Bayard was to 
ride into the White House, and it has become 
a mere hobby. It was to be the bond of union 
between Wall street and the South, which 


was to secure for Mr. Bayard and the Demo- 


cratic party the Electoral votes of New York, 
Connecticut, and New Jersey, which, with 
those of Indiana and the Solid South, 
were to elect him President. It was 
not merely to unite the Democrats, 
but to create confusion and dismay 
among the Republicans. It has done neither. 
All that Mr. Bayard has suoceeded in abeom- 
plishing—and that in an irregular way—is to 
furnish the opportunity for a long, tedious, 
and unprofitable debate, which can have no 
other influence than that exercised by a use- 
less and damaging agitation. It is not now 
expected that the status of the greenback 
will be changed, but it is designed that the 
public time and public attention shall be 
taken up with a discussion that may disturb 
public confidence in the present currency 
system and unsettle business, but cannot 
possibly serve the public interests. In giving 
the project for the demonetization of green- 
backs this direction, Mr. Bayard has done no 
more than the veriest demagog or rankest 
fanatic in Congress can do at any time he 
desires to agitate any pet theories. 

The most significant cireumstance attend- 
ing the miscarriage ef the Bayard resolution 
is the demonstrated impotence of the Wall- 
street organs and their apish imitators in 
‘the West. Tile movement for the demone- 
tization of the greefibacks had the united 
support of the “ great * of New York: 
They buried all differences, and the 
Republican press and the’ Democratic press 
pulled together in the interest of the gold- 
elique. Not a day passed but editorial 
broadsides were fired at Congress in sup- 
port of this scheme, All the energy and all 
the ability of the New York newspapers 
were concentrated to secure a favorable con- 
sideration of the Bayard resolution; henee 
the failure of that resolution is notably their 
failure. They have failed to point out how 


Government and the banks can protect them-

THE TARIFF DUTIES ON STEEL RAILS. 
We have repeatedly called attention to the 


acted by the iron and steel manufacturers in 
this country; the average advance in the 
prices of all articles, not dependent mainly 
on steel or iron, has not been over 30 per cent. 


The advance in prices of iron and steel ranges 
from 80 to 300 per cent. As these articlesare | 


essentials to most other manufactures and to 
every branch of productive industry, the ex- 
actions of the one industry have become 
crushing and oppressive to all others. A few 
figures will exhibit the change that hastaken 
place in prices since last June: 


American pig No. 1, per ton 
American rails, per ton.... 


The duty on pig iron is $7 per ton, and on 
steel rails $28 per ton. The American pro- 
ducers are confessedly unable to meet the 
American demand, and the result is that iron 
and steel have to be imported. The demand 
being greater than the supply, the price of all 
steel rails is the price demanded by the 
American manufacturers. The price of steel 
rails in England is the price demanded in the 
United States, less the cost of transportation 
and ‘the duty. Consequently the price of 
steel rails at the mills in England is about 
$32 per ton less than the price at the mills in 
the United States. The consumers of steel 
tn this country are, therefore, paying $28 per 
ton more for steel rails landed in this coun- 
try than they would pay if the duty on steel 
rails were abolished. The tax, therefore, at 
the present prices of fron is paid by and col- 
lected from consumers, pot only on all the 
steel rails made in this counfry, but also on 
all the steel rails imported from other coun- 
tries. 

There are 80,000 miles of railway in the 
United States, and in 1879 there weg over 
4,000 miles of new railway constructed. 
The demand for rails, and especially for steel 
rails, is incessant and increasing. A tax on 
railway construction is a tax on transporta- 
tion and upon the merchandise transported. 
The agriculture of the United States is di- 
rectly affected by the cost of transportation. 
All it produces has to be carried to market; 
all it receives in exchange is taxed on its 
transportation. The present tax of $28 per 
ton on steel rails is an unnecessary tax upon 
the products of the soil, a tax upon the whole 
industry of the country for the special bene- 
fit of a féw persons and corporations. Gov. 
Gear, of Iowa, in his message delivered a 
day or two ago, gave voice to the universal 
sentiment of the people of that State, and of 
the West generally, when he urged a request 
to Congress to repeal the duty on steel rails. 
He said: 

„Toa State whose products are in the main 
agricultural, as are those of Iowa, anything 
which enhances the cost of railways, thereby, 
even incidentally, in the least degree increasing 
the expense of the transportation of her prod- 
ucts to the seaboard, which is her great market. 
is a question of great interest to all. In view of 
their greater strength and durability, which 
lessen the cost of replacement, all the great 
trunk railway lines of the country are adopting 
Bessemer-steel rails: The manufacture of this 
class of rails in the United States is controlled 
by a combination of not exceeding—I think— 
ten firms in number. This combination 
is protected by a high and specific tariff, 
which prevents the importation of foreign rails 
to any extent, thereby increasing the cost of the 
railways of the country, Without discussing 
the tariff question in all its bearings, it may well 
be considered whether it is wise legislation, by a 
tariff exceptional in its character, to put im- 
+ mense profits into the pockets of a monopoly 
composed of but few persons at the expense, in- 
directly, notonly of Iowa farmers, but of the 
whole West. It would, therefore, be well to in- 
struct our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress to examine into this subject with a view to 
removing, by Congressional legislation, any dis- 
crimination which may be found to exist in the 
tariff on steel rails against the interests of Iowa 
producers.” 

On this question there is no division of 
parties in the West, nor at the South. The 
tax on steel rails is equivalent to a direct 
tax on the farming lands, to collect from 
them at the rate of $28 per ton for steel rails 
over and above the price at which such rails 
are now offered for sale. 

The Republican party is no longer respon- 
sible for the legislation of the country. The 
duty on steel and iron during the six years 
following the panic was of. little concern, 
becanse both articles were produced in this 
country and sold at pricés that forbade for- 
eign competition, Foreign pigiron ceased 
to be imported except in small quantities of 
particular qualities for specifie purposes. 
The American manufacturers were able to 
produce all that was wanted, and to reap a 
profit at prices that did not admit of foreign 
competition.

HARPER'S WEEKLY CHANGING FRONT. 
& Harper’s Weekly, in the current number, 
devotes a column of its space to an effort to 


| show that the two great political parties of

But did “the course of affairs proceed as

the Government, that the “‘ hyenas” (Demo- 
crats) had “scattered the navy, paralyzed 
the army, and knocked the bottom out of the 
Treasury”? And did not the “hyenas” 
{Demoerats) very soon“ break up the Union 
in anarchy”? The Weekly says there are 
certain legitimate differences between the two 
politieal parties,—differences of composition, 
tendency, spirit, intelligence, and tradition.

This new act in the conspiracy is really of 
very little consequence, except as fllustrat- 
ing the depravity and desperation of those 
concerned in it. It matters not whether the 
bogus “Gov.” Smith shall attempt to exer- | 
cise the Executive functions pending the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, or refraih from 
that additional folly. Gen. Chamberlain is 
stillin complete command of the situation, 
and there is no danger that he will surrender 
it. If Smith recognizes this fact and holds 
aloof, well and good; if he attempts to dis- 
putethe ground with Chamberlain, he will 
be worsted. That is all there is of it. There 
is not a reasonable doubt but the status quo 
will be maintained until the Supreme Court 
shall have judicially determined the rights 
of the contending factions, and the man 
Smith, who was defeated by over 
20,000 votes in the State, will be 
powerless to disturb the situation.

Tue well-known philanthropist and former 
merchant-prince, George H. Stuart, of Phila- 
delphia, has gone out of business, leaving his 
affairs at the mercy of an English liquidator. 
Last summer the Liverpool house of the Stuarts 
became involved through English transactions, 
and thereby the house in Philadelphia was 
forced into liquidation. All its obligations, how- 
ever, except such as sprang directly from its 
connection with the English house, have been 
met. George H. Stuart was born in Ireland in 
1816, and came to this country in 1835. He was 
an ardent member of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church, a warm supporter of the 
cause, and isa Manager and Vice-President of 
the American Sunday-School Union. But his 
best-known philanthropic work was done when 
he was the head of the United States Christian 
Commission during the Rebellion. He raised 
$6,000,000 to supply the soldiers with spiritual 
and material comforts. On one occasion, after 
the battle of Gettysburg, he telegraphed to 
Boston, “Can I draw on you for $10,000 at sight?” 
The telegram was posted in the Boston Ex- 
change, and in half an hour the answer came 
back, “Draw for $60,000." Mr. Stuart in 1968 
was suspended by the General Synod of his 
Church on the charge of having sung hymns 
and communed with members of other evangel- 
ical denominations. This act of discipline was 
widely condemned, and led to a suspension of 
their relations with the Synod of a number of 
Presbyteries. Mr. Stuart was a Director in 
many insurance and trust companies. Since 
1878 he has been President of the Mechanics’ 
National Bank of Philadelphia, which is tho

smoke shot out of One of the Greece’s 
hatchways, about amidships, and splin- 
ters of ange boxes, — articles of 
baggage w every on. When 
the smoke cleared and Capt., Pearce 
and a number of the crew reached the deck, 
they saw a naked body lying on the pilot’s 
bridge, and another on the deck. The cause 
of the explosion was at once apparent. In the 
air-tight compartments of the hold was stored 
400 tons of Wales soft-coal, to be used ‘on the 
return voyage. In these compartments dan- 
gerous gases are generated during the voy- 
age, and, to allow these to escape, four 
shoremen under the direction of John 
were set to raising the hatches as soon as 
the ship reached her dock, The 
men had a lantern, and, in their 
haste, made reckless use of it, 
at the cost of their lives. They had opened 
two hatches, and caught hold of the third, 
and immediately they raised it the explosion 
occurred. George Welsher was thrown 
through the hatchway and fully fifty feet in 
the air, his clothing in flames. In descend- 
ing his body struck the yardarm, the clothing 
was torn from it, and hung burning aloft, 
while the body fell upon the pilot’s-bridge, 
head foremost, brea the skull. Patrick 
Dunn was also thrown into the air, and fell 
2 tue deck dead, his clothes aflame. 
0 two other 'Jongshoremen, 
John Walsh and Themas Russell, 
were thrown throu the hatchway, 
but fell back into the hold. They are terri- 
bly burned and cannot recover. Capt. Charles 
Brackett, United 1 Inspector, who was 
standing between decks, was knocked aown, 
is face, neck, hands were badly 
burned.

COLD | POISON. 
LOVE, JEALOUSY, AND ARSENIC. 

The colored community residing on Third 
and Fourth avenues in the vicinity of Taylor 
street are te~ibly exercised over the sick- 
ness of one of their number, and if the stories 
told are true it is evident thata terrible 
crime has been committed. The story is one 
of intrigue, Jove, and possibly murder. The 
victim is Charles Adams, an employé 
of the Grand Pacific Hotel, and 
there is now in custody on the charge of 
administering poison to him a colored wom- 
an named Sarah Smith, with whom he for 
several years maintained the most intimate 
relations. George Brown, a colored man, is 
also under arrest charged with being an ac- 
cessory to the crime. 

The first that was publicly known of the 
affair was about 11 o’cloek yesterday morn- 
ing, when John Adams, a waiter in ope pas 
& re’s restaurant, went before Justice 


Brown and swore brother w 


Detective George Hartmann, who procured 
the assistance of an officer and arrested the 
at her house. Although Judge 
Court Was in session, 
brought up for a

to await the result of Adams’ sickness. The 
officers found several medicine bottles in the 
room and a cigar-box full of letters, which 
they confiscated and carried to the Armory. 
A reporter of Tur Trimune called at the 
house, No. 214 Third avenue, about 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon, and there found the Adams 
family assembled. Charles lay in bed in an 
up-stairs room, his mother attending assidu- 
ously to his wants. 
HIS EYES WERE GLAZED, 
his breath was stertorious, and it was 
evident that he had but a few hours to live. 
He had been unconscious for many hours, 
and it was only his ‘great vitality. w 
abled him to last 80 — 5 
Inquiry of the family as to the eireum- 
stances developed a startling story. How 
much or how little of it rests upon a basis of 
fact it is impossible to decide until a medical 
examination is made. ‘The colored people 
are notoriously superstitious, and whenever 
one of their race dies Na or from a 
cause unexplained they invariably refer the 
matter either to or witchcraft. The 
family was as follows:

But 
on Nov. 21, 1879, Adams married Emma Jane 
Mott, a colored girl of about 25 years, and has 
since lived with her and his mother and 
brother at No. 214 Third avenue. a 
It seems, however, that he had entirely 
abandon his acquaintance with Mrs. 
Smith. On the Sunday night before Christ- 
mas he returned home about midnight. At 
5 a. m. Monday his wife tried to wake him, 
but failed, and he was found to be 
in a stupor. About 8 a, Re Dr. 
H. Hildebrand was summo and 
he prescribed some medicine but did not 
say what the matter was. In the afternoon, 
as Adams still remained senseless, the fam- 
ily called in Dr. Dayton Painter, who Said 
the man had been poisoned by morphine or 
laudanum. He administe ot coffee, 
milk, sweet oll, and other things of like use, 
and during the whole night Adams was 
— up and down the floor and shaken to 
eep him awake. Next morning he came 
to his senses, and in response to the inguiries 
of his family, he said he had called on 
Sarah Smith and had taken two glasses of 
beer with her and George Brown. He as 
wellas the family believed that something 
had been put into the beer, and that either 
Brown or the woman Smith had tried to 
poison him. But he fully recovered, and on 
the following Monday went back to his work. 
Although he had promised his wife and 
relatives not to go to Mrs. Smith’s place any 
more, and had repeatedly said that he be- 
lieved ＋ Na to nt vet, ue — 
0 ay, Jan. e again 
her. His wife was away visiting, and he did 
not come home that night.. Last Sunday 
evening he also spent with Mrs. Smith, and it 
was close upon midnight when he reached 
his home. 
HE SEEMED DULL, STUPID, 
and sick, and explained this by saying that he 
had been waiting on some guests of the 
Grand Pacific, who had a good deal of 
champagne, and that he had drank a good 
deal of it, too. He soon afterwards began to 
vomit, and continued to do so at frequent 
intervals until 5 o’clock. After this he 
seemed-better, but did not feel well enough 
to go to work. The symptoms in this case 
differed from the former, and the faniily did 
not suspect that he had been poisoned. But 
he worse in the evening, and Dr. 
Hildebrand was again called. He gave 
some medicines, but the family coyld 
not get them down the sick man's 
throat, and on Tuesday evening they 
summoned Dr. Painter. He announced that 
this was a “second dose,” but there was a 
difference in the poison. On Tuesday Adams 
threw up something hard and yellow, and of 
the 1 — of a hard-boiled egg, which 
was thrown away by one of the children.

CONGESTION OF THE BRAIN. 

It was not deep, but still it was there.

made her sick.

GOT MAD AND BURNED THEM. 


This was untrue, and copies of all the let- 
ters are given below. Mrs. Smith varied 
some in her story, but not to any vital ex- 
tent, and if she is not innocent and wrong- 
fully accused of the poisoning she at least 
carries it off well. Shedeclared that on Sun- 
day last Adams called on her about 6 o’clock, 
stayed a few minutes, then went to supper 

returned later. After remaining two 
or three hours he asked her to lend him 10 
cents to get some beer. She told him she 
was short of money, but in the end went 
down-stairs into the saloon and bought 
10 cents worth of brandy, of which 
she took a little and he drank the 
remainder. He had nothing to eat in the 
house, and she had no cake 1 2 
there whatever. She then own that she 
had been intimate with Adams for seven 
years, and grew greatly excited over the nar- 
rative of her wrongs. He had se ted her 
and her husband, had promi: over and 
over again to marry her, and then gone off 
and married another woman, and she owned 
she had threatened both him and his wife. 
But she loved Charlie far too well to do him 
any harm. Zurely,“ she said, “if there 
was anybody I would kill it would be her. 
He left me for her after breaking up my 
home and ruining my character, but I would 
never hurt him. 

Take it all in all, this is a queer case, and 
the following letters written by Adams to 
the woman within the past month only 
serve to complicate it still more. The letters 
are written on letter-heads of the Grand 
Paclfic Hotel, and 

ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

DECEMBER, 17, 1879.—Dear Sarah: Will be up 
to-night. Impossible for me to come sooner. You 
must not quarrel when I come. I could not do 
any better. Your friend, CHARLIE. 


CEmICAGO, 25 J 1870.—Sarah: I had a 
turkey for your dinner r but by me being 
sick and unable to attend to it 7 the boy 
brought it to 214 Third avenue to know where 
he should take it, and that spoiled it all. I 
intended to keep my word even [though] 
you did poison me. If you id not 
give me the poison out of your own hand; you 
know who did, and if it was, not for your chil- 
dren I think I would make ft damn hot for you 
in this town for such a cowardly attempt to 
murder. That is, you boasted Sunday evening 
I would be a corpse in less than three months. 
The doctors say this is not the first dose I have 
received from your hands, and I believe it, for I 
have not been a well man since I commen 
visiting you; but my constitution and natural 
good luck has made me victorious over all your 
hellish schemes, and to-day I emerge into the 
world with none of your vile poison permeat 
my body. I have been at death’s door since I. 
saw you, my body is bruised and painful, but all 
So uids cease to flow through my veins. 

h, you have made boaststime and again 
of what you would do. Do you feel 
any better over it to-day? Everybody knows 
I was poisoned in your house, and to-day you 
stand before God a murderer. You will never 
have another chance to practice on me. If any 
gentieman wants you and can't get you, I don't 
think it necessary to ere me, 

Please don't write, for I am not going to work 
before Monday. 

From Charlie—who you all fondly boped would 
be in his little bed to spend the Christmas. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 31,.1879.—Sarah, my old, true 
friend.—Y ours received late this evening. I feel 
good to-night, for I begin to see you are inno- 
cent. and I regret of ever accusing you of the deed 
but you cannot blame me, though I always said 
— did not give it to me out of your own hands, 

ut I thought and believed at that time that you 
knew who did. Iwill be up on New Year's Eve 
(Thursday). I want to see you at all hazards. I 
want to have a talk with you. There is no satis- 
faction in writing, so you can look for me to- 
night. I will come as early as possible, so I can 
stay along while. Yours, CHARLIE. 

BROWN ARRESTED. 

After a due amount of consultation it was 
decided to arrest George Brown as an acces- 
sory to the attempt murder by — 
John Adams, the brother of the victim, in com- 

ny with Detective Hartman, visited all of 
rown's resorts, and late in the evening found 
him in a saloon on Third avenue near 
Twelfth street, not far from the house. 
While on the way tothe station John said 
* George, you know that that woman wan 
that man’s life.“ The prisoner replied, “ I 
am going to tell the whole truth about it.” 

Did you have a hand in it?“ asked the 
brother. 

Lou know I wouldn’t do that no sooner 
than you would,” responded Brown. 

In response to repeated inquiries his only 
reply was, I will tell the truth about it.” 
His manner impressed those who were with

BOLD HIGHWAYMEN. 
THE SOUTH SIDE GAS COMPANY’S PAYMAS- 
TER ROBBED oF $3,900. 


A robbery bold in its conception and more 
daring than any which has previously taken 
place in this city was perpetrated yesterday 
afternoon in broad daylight ana street that 
is densely populated in the southwest⸗ 


for Cologne street. 


Gold coin being plenty, the officers of the 
Company thought it would be a treat to the 
men to pay them off in “yellow shin- 
ers,” and with that end in view secured 
$3,400 in gold, which was put into a bag, it 
being composed of $1 pieces, quarter-eagles, 
half-eagles, eagles, and double-eagles. There 
was also $1,200 in silver, in dollar pieces and 
subsidiary coin, put in two bags, one con- 
taining $500 and the other $700. For the pur- 
pose of paying off the men the Gas Company: 
have secured a light, covered express wagon, 


and the paymaster always went well 
this 


on errand. 


With him also was a driver, 
who is known as Harry.“ Mr. Wells has 
been in the employ of the Company some six 
years, and is a gentleman in whom the- 
officers have the fullest confidence. 

Yesterday afternoon about 1:30 o’clock he 
started from office on Dearborn, near 
Randolph street, placing the three bags of 
money under the seat, behind him. He 
has always, heretofore, when the streets 
are passable, gone over from the 
West Side to the works, but yester- 
Sey ic bb Deortig tin chatthig plbasentiy 
avenue street, cha pleasan 
with the driver, and expressing himself in 
anticipation of how the men would feel 
when they received their pay mostly in gold 
for the first time ina long series of years, 
They turned southwest on Deering street, 
passing the police-station and engine-house 
shortly after 2 o’clock, Near Hickory street, 
not over 600 feet from the Gas-Works, as they 
were Jogging along slowly, a man partially 
masked suddenly darted across the street, 
coming so close to the horse’s head as to sto 
the animal. Hardly had the wagon halte 
when two men, also masked, jumped on to 
the wagon, one from each side, one grasping 
the driver by the collar and the other Mr. 
Wells, and at once pulled them out and 
threw them heavily to the ground, the 
other man standing by the horse's 
head. The man who had caught 
Mr. Wells stamped on his head while he was 
down, cutting his scalp and nearly blinding 
him, and then pulled the blanket from the 
seat, threw it over his head, and told him to 
lie still, which request was unnecessary, since 
he had become quite insensible from thé 
effects of the stamping. The other thief 
had pulled out a large revolver which 
was at full cock, and, placing the 
muzzle within the ear of the driver, 
said; *“*—— ——, you, if you give a yarrup 
or speak a word I'll blow your — — 
brains out.” Out of respect for his family 
and friends, no doubt, the driver obeyed the 
polite but impressive request, and lay as 
quiet as he possibly could. The third man, 
who had stopped the horse, in the meantime 
stepped up and grapped two of the bags, one 
containing the $3,400 in gold, and the other 
containing $500 in silver. 

HAVING SECURED THEIB BOOTY, 
the three men started off on a run, making 
In front of McCarthy’s 
ocery store, near the s works, was 
iitehed a horse and buggy belonging to Pat- 
rick Condon, a saloonkeeper. For this the 
robbers made. One of them pulled oyt a 
huge knife and cut the hitching strap, while 
they threw the bags of wealth into the ve- 
hicle, two men jumping in almost at the 
same time. McCarthy seeing them about to 
off with the horse ran out to 
stop them, but one of the three drew 
the cocked revolver and “fired. Me- 
Carthy threw himself upon the ground 
and escaped the bullet, and the three men 
drove off, southwest, over the Throop street 
bridge, and across to Twenty-second at 
where the buggy was afterwards found, bu 
the thieves had escaped. 

Michael Pickek, who lives on Calhoun 
street, and is employed by the Gas Company, 
was engaged in earting “bréeze” from 
the works to Deering street, fillin 
up holes. He saw the men _$stea 
the horse and buggy, and he started 
in pursuit of them, but they were too fleet, 
and he lost track of them at the Twenty- 
second street railroad é¢rossing. 

Daniel Lynch, who resides at No. 187 
Hickory street, was a-witness to a portion of 
the robbery, but he was unable to stop the 
thieves after they had got started. Shortly 
after the robbery the two employés took their 
horse and wagon and started back to the 
city office. The $700 left by the thieves 
was paid to the as far 

it would and to-day they 
will receive that which is due them. The 
robbery for daring has never been excelled 
in this city, as about 200 feet from where it 
occurred is a dép6t of the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad, where some twenty employés of 
the Gas Company were engaged all the time 
in unloading coal from the cars, but none of 
these men witnessed the affair or knew of it 
until after the alarm was given. 

MR. THEODORE B. WELLS, 

the gentleman who was robbed, was visited 
last evening by a TRIBUNE reporter at his 
residence, No. 98 Winchester avenue. Mr. 
Wells’ head and face bore marks of violence,

and his story of the robbery was as follows: 
It has always been my custom every pay- 


day to take money to the amount of ut 
$4,000 from the main office of the Company to 
the South Station, situated on Cologne —— 
near Deering, for the purpose of paying 0 

the hands at that place. I have a covered wagon 
which I use on these occasions, and I am al- 
ways accompanied by Harry Andrews, the 


driver. 
80 We left the main office 1 about 1 
o' clock, and just after turning on to Deering 
street from Archer avenue, when about a 
block from the station, a man sprang out in 
front of the horse, grabbed the bit, and 
stopped us, and told us to get out of that. 
Atthe same time he pointed a cocked re- 
volver at my head. 

Jas taken completely by surprise, as 
the streets in the vicinity were far from be- 
ing deserted, and gangs of men were at work 
on the pavement ahead of us. I leaned for- 
ward to see whether the man was alone or 
not, when I was grabbed around the neck by 
a man who appeared suddenly on my 
side of the wagon, and was pulled 
from my seat to the ground, 
The man forced me into the mud, face down- 
ward, and either struck me or stamped upon 
my head three or four times. He then took 
the horse-blanket and threw it over my head, 
striking me again as he did so. 

“Then I didn’t hear anyth ore for 
what seemed a minute to me. I don’t know 
whether I was uneonscious or not, but Lam 
inclined to think that I was, as I heard no 
pistol shot, and I am informed that one of 
the men fired a. shot. I heard 
Anderson call me, and I got ep 
He stood by the horse and told 
me to get into the wagon. I picked up my 
searf and hat and the horse-blanket, and we 
both got in and drove to the station. One 
man was sent to the police-station to notify 
the officers of the affair, and another was 
sent for a doctor. The doctor came and 
dressed the wounds in my head, which 
proved to be inconsiderable, and I then paid

LOPPING OFF THE USELESS BRANCHES.

ACCIDENTAL SHOOTING, 
JUVENILE FOOLING WITH A REVOLVER. 

The day’s excitement was considerably aug- 
mented by a telegram from the West Twelfth 
Street Station at 2 o'clock that there had 
been a shooting affray at the corner of Polk and 
Desplaines streets, which would probably result 
in the death of a 10-year-old boy. Promptly 
upon receiving the information at the Twelfth 
Street Station, Officers Brennan and Connelly 
were sent out to investigate.

LIFE-INSURANCE TEST CASE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 16.—A point of inter- 
est to lifednsurance companies everywhere 
is to be decided by the Supreme Court of this 
State, Mr. Relfe, the State Insurance Super- 
intendent, having just announced his inten- 
tion of instituting legal proceedings against 
the Masonic Mutual Benefit Association of 
Missouri, the Merchants’ Exchange Benevo- 
lent Association of St. Louis, and a temper- 
ance mutual benefit organization of St. 
Joseph, Mo,, with the object of compelling 
those societies to comply with the Insur- 
ance laws of the State. These are 
to be test cases, and the result will de- 
termine whether or not co#perative life-insur- 
ance can be carried on in Missouri. There 
are many of these codperative companies in 
the State, and the business of the regular 
companies is almost ruined. None of these 
societies have any reserved capital, and none 
of them pay any taxes. They are supposed 
to be organized and maintained for charita- 
ble purposes alone. One of the require- 
ments of the State Insurance laws is that all 
life companies shall make a deposit of $100,- 

as a guarantee of good faith and the faith- 
ful performance of their duty. No one of 
the many codperative companies conld do 
this, and to be required to do so would crush 
them out of existence. f

A RIDE IN EGYPT. 

What can anybody have to tell us about 
the hill-land that has not already been said 
orsung ad nauseam? Painfully conscious 
of the fact that the collected bulk of all the 
writings on Egypt, if laid one above the 
other, would rival the hight and magnitude 
of one of the smaller mids,” etc.,

BIOLOGY. 

The starting point in this science is with 
natural forces such as gravitation, chemical 
force, electricity, magnetism, light, heat, and 
sound as energies or forces capable of doing 
work. The writers on the relationship and 
convertibility of these forces are Meyer, Joule, 
Helmholtz, Liebig, Carpenter, Tyndall, and 
many others. Chemistry is concerned i the 
effects of these foeces upon matter in its 
molecular and atomic condition. Everything 
in the universe (as far as known) is re- 
ducible to sixty-odd elements, such as dydro- 
gen, oxygen, nitrogen, carbon, iron, sodium, 
and so on. These atoms have been weighed, 
and, according to the inductive method of 
Bacon, their properties sought out in every 
conceivable way. These material atoms re- 
spond to or behave in different ways in the 
presence of the forces actuating them, ap- 
parently seeking orbital motions like minute 


‘planets forced to revolve about a heavier 


molecule, as the earth turns round the sun. 
Beautiful analogies have been traced in this 
way between atomic and planetary motions, 
but physicists such as Tyndall are more 
especially elucidating the vibratory motions 
of matter.. This scientist advises the plain- 
est and coarsest analogies as useful in ex- 
plaining physical phenomena, as truth loses 
nothing by being fully understood. These 
forces might be likened to little oceanic rip- 
ples or waves.

EUROPEAN POWERS IN EGYPT. 

That commercial jealousy of England is 
fast. increasing, can admit of no doubt. 
France is bitterly complaining of the attitude 
of the English in various of the African 
Continent. Little attention has yet been 
given to the position of Russia and Germany 
in Egypt, but both countries will soon have 
something to say on the Egyptian question, 
—as, in fact, the latter has already done. A 
letter from Cairo toa German paper states 
that there is little doubt of the truth of a re- 
port in the Nove Vremya, to the effect that 
several Moscow manufacturers had sent 

nts to purchase land in Egypt for cotton- 
planting. The Russians, he states, have 
made connections already as far south as 
Abyssinia; and, as Egypt is the natural cot- 
ton-field of Russia, there seems a necessit 
for connecting Cairo, Constantinople, an 
Odessa more closely. France has purchased 
some land on the Sea coast, and Italy 
has a large colony near Aden; so that inter- 
national trouble may at any time arise in 
southern latitudes. England has been so 
long accustomed to carry things with a high 
hand in the Orient that there will be little 
difference made in favor of a few French 
or Italians.

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 11.—The announcement 

of Gen. Morton C. Hunter’s sudden and serious 
illness was received throughout Indiana very 
much as the country heard the news of Senator 
Blaine’s attack afew weeks before the Cincin- 
nati Convention, It had, too, very much the 
same effect. People waited to see how it should 
result. The friends of other candidates hesita- 
ted to take advantage of it; and his personal 
followers, confident of his nomination if he re- 
covered, demanded hourly telegrams giving his 
condition and his chances of recovery. 
Tue postponement of the State Convention, 
and his improved condition, however, have now 
lessened this solicitude. But the feeling still 
obtains that he is not yet sufficiently restored to 
resume his place as the leading Gubernatorial 
candidate. 

“ But you confidently count on his return to 
health?” I said, interrogatively, to one of his 
friends, yesterday, who had left his bedside only 
a few hours before. 

“ Yes, sir,—we have no fears now,” was the re- 
ply. “ He has a strong, vigorous constitution 
and his habits have always been temperate. He 
neither drinks, chews, nor smokes; and, al- 
though a hard worker, he has taken good care of 
himself.” ? 

Was he a little overanxious as to the result 
of the Convention?”
